It was early August; the corn 
Was all cut and most-of it carried, 
and the round treeless hills were 
yellow in that brilliant morning sun- 
shine—straw-yellow against the pure 
ethereal blue of heaven. And in a 
hollow among the great hills nestled 
Bishopstone, out of sight but not out 
of-hearing of the sea, when fts “ac- 
cents disconsdlate” sound afar in the 
silence of the night—the tiniest and 
the most characteristic 6f- the down- 
land villages. The few houses, cot- 
to | tages, and farm buildings, each one 
unlike all.the others, its own char 
acter stamped upon it, but all alike 
rich im the ornament of yellow, 
orange, grey and rust-red- lichen 
stains, were picturesquely grouped 
about’the small ancient flint church; 
and there was shadé- of beech and 
elm, and the trees were ancient- 
looking too, and tempest-beaten, like 
most others in this treeless land. 

I was sq fortutiate as to ‘have a 
seat near the middle of the. church, 


/abreast of the side door which stood 


open admitting the summer light and 
‘warmth and out-door sounds; so 
that while following the service I 
could let my eyes rest oh the land- 
scape. That was a beautiful picture 
I had to look at, with the doorway.for 
frame; a round yellow hill and the

‘Lamb, the Critic 


Among the innumerable objects 
ahd occasions of joy which Lamb 
found laid. out before him, at, the 
world’s feast, books were certainly 
one of the most precious, and after 
books came. pictures. “What any 
man can write, surely I may read!” 
he says to Wordsworth, of Caryl on 
Job, six folios. “I like books about 
books,” he confesses, the test of the 
book-lover. . . . He was the finest of 
all readers, far more instant than 
Coleridge; not to be taken unawares 
by a Blake (“I must look on him as 
one of the most extraordinary per- 
sons of the age,” he says of him, on 
but a slight and partial acquaint- 
ance), or by Wordsworth when the 
Lyrical Ballads are confusing all 
judgments, and he can pick out at 
sight “She Dwelt Among the Un- 
trodden Ways” as “the best piece in 
it,” and can define precisely the de- 
fect of much of the book, in one of 
those incomparable letters of escape, 
to Manning: “It is full of original 
thought, but it does not often make 
you laugh or cry. It too artfully 
aims at simplicity: of expression.” I 
choose these instances because the 
final test of a critic is in his recep- 
tion of contemporary work; and 
Lamb must.have found it much eas- 
ier to be right, before every one else, 
about Webster, and Ford, and Cyril 
Tourneur, than to be the accurate 
critic that he. was of Coleridge, at 
the very time when he was under 
the “whiff and. wind” of Coleridge’s 
influence. And‘in writing of pic- 


tures, though his knowledge is not). 


so° great nor his instinct so wholly 
“according to knowledge,” he .can 
write as no one has ever written in 


praise ‘of Titian (so that his very). 


finest sentence describes a picture 
of Titian) and can instantly detect 
and minutely expose the swollen 
contemporary delusion of a would- 
be Michael Angelo, the portentous 
Martin. ° 

Then there were the theatres, 
which. Lamb, loved next to books. 
There has been no criticism of act- 
ing in English like Lamb’s, so funda- 
mental, so intimate and elucidating. 
His style becomes quintessential 
when he speaks of the stage, as in 
that tiny masterpiece, On the Acting 
of Munden, which ends the book of 
Elia, with its great close, the Bee- 
thoven soft .wondering close, after 
all the surges: “He understands a 
leg of mutton in its quiddity. He 
stands wondering, amid the common- 
place materials of life, like primeval 
man with the sun and stars about 
him.”. -He is ‘equally certain .of 
Shakespeare, of Congreve, and of 
Miss Kelly. When he defines the

Regarding Immigration to Canada 


To the Editor of The Christian. Science Monitor: 

Having seen letters on matters of public interest in: 
your. columfs, I.am emboldened to address you on 4 
matter that seems tO me to need clearing up, hamely, 
immigration to Canada. 

You hear, on.one side, the slogan, “Go to Canada, 
you can always get employment there if you are willing 
to work.” When- you reach Canada, however, .you find 
quité an army of unemployed, who, though -willing .to 
work, can discover no one to employ them. 


It may. interest intending immigrants to hear of the. 
experiences Of a’ pasty of four ex-service men who left 


India. under the auspices and advice’ of the Imperial Ex- 
Service Association, Bombay brasch, last June. 

We were each of us strongly advised to go to, Canada. 
The Soldiers’ Settlement Board representative would 
meet us on arrival, and those of us who-wished to settle 
on the land: would -be. put out-on a farm for.one year 
-at $5-a day and our keep: Those’ of us who had no such 
desire, but who had a trade or profession, would. find 
‘positions* right away in our particular trades. Further, 
after the farm Workers had finished their year of train- 
ing-on a farm; they would be given a farm of their own 
on a twenty-five-year purchase deed. 


On-reaching Canada, the would-be farmers were told:. 
‘ (1), That the. scheme under which they were shipped out. 


‘was obsolete and had eeased to operate over two years 
ago; (2) work could be found for them on. La ov) owita 
‘farmers whoO were desirous of selling out their Boldings 
if the candidates, were’ willing to purchase these farms 
‘{n @ue coutse: (3) work on, farms could be found un- 
conditionally, but for no fixed time, at $25 a month.
